Provisional Information on Selected Notifiable Diseases in the United States and on 

Deaths in Selected Cities for Week Ended October 12,, 1957

Since July 1, the beginning of the diphtheria disease 
year, 310 cases have been reported as compared with 264 
cases for the same period last year. This represents an 
Increase of 17.4 percent. States showing a marked increase 
in incidence are South Carolina, Washington, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Nebraska, and Montana. In South Carolina an out­
break in recent weeks in Dorchester County has accounted 
for 33 cases. In Washington an outbreak occurred in a State 
institution in July, in which 22 patients and staff members 
contracted diphtheria. In Mississippi there has been a con­
centration of cases (11) in Pontotoc County. In Arkansas the 
highest incidence was in the northeastern counties. Two rural 
counties—Logan and Thayer—have accounted for over half of 
the Nebraska cases. Five of the 6 cases of diphtheria in 
Montana have occurred in Rosebud County.

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Influenza
Influenza and influenza-like disease continues to increase 

in many parts of the country. The number of cases for the 
week ended October 12 is estimated to have been not less  
than 360,000, and the cumulative total not less than 1,437,000. 
Some States report only absenteeism in schools or other 
populations, some report the absenteeism rates, and others 
depend on case reports by physicians; consequently, the 
validity of any estimate is open to question.

The reports do indicate that an increasing number of 
schools in Maine, Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Ohio, Michigan, Maryland, Virginia, and

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EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS—Continued

California had high absenteeism rates during the past week. 
Colorado reports that school and Institutional outbreaks have 
terminated, but family and community outbreaks have “picked 
up.” In California, epidemics of respiratory disease with 
high attack rates began in secondary schools and colleges, 
but at the present time, they are most frequent in elementary 
schools scattered over the State. The attack rates In the 
latter have been lower and incidence in the general popu­
lation has been relatively low but has been increasing.

Reports of cases by physicians to health authorities 
increased in Michigan, Iowa, Kentucky, and Tennessee. In 
South Carolina, many cases were being reported from sev­
eral parts of the State, and in some instances, whole families 
were ill with lnfluenza-like disease. Mississippi reports that 
the disease is now occurring in all parts of the State. A high 
incidence was also reported in Arizona, Alabama, Texas, 
Virginia, and North Carolina.

In the past one of the measures of the effect of influenza 
has been an excess of mortality not only from Influenza and 
pneumonia but also from other causes. Deaths in the latter 
group probably occur most often in persons with chronic 
diseases and in elderly or debilitated persons who are un­
able to survive an attack of influenza or influenza and pneu­
monia. Prior to the past week or two the current epidemic 
appeared to have little effect on mortality in the United 
States.

The total number of deaths for all causes reported for 
the week ended October 12 in 112 cities increased about 10 
percent as compared with the previous week (see pages 6 and 7). 
The number of deaths from influenza and pneumonia in these 
cities increased from 337 to 499 or 48 percent. Some of the 
large cities that reported increases for all causes were 
Buffalo, Newark, New York City, Detroit, and Chicago. Cities 
having increases In influenza and pneumonia deaths included 
New York City, Philadelphia, Detroit, and Chicago. About 
one-third' of the increase in total deaths In New York City 
and Chicago could be accounted for by the Increase In deaths 
from influenza and pneumonia. Dr. Morris Greenberg, New 
York City Department of Health, reported that about 25 
deaths have been Investigated by the medical examiner In 
which death occurred within 24 hours after the onset of an 
acute respiratory disease. Viruses, not yet typed, have been 
Isolated from the lungs of a few of these cases, and results 
of laboratory work on the others is pending. A few deaths 
were reported elsewhere: 3 In California, 1 In New Jersey. 
Virginia reported 2 cases of "pneumonia in 1 county, and Ore­
gon had reports of 51 cases of pneumonia for the week.

The presence of illness caused by the Asian strain of 
type A influenza virus has been confirmed In all sections 
of the country, although not every State has reported iso­
lations of virus or serologic confirmation. Seven States have 
obtained confirmation of cases or epidemics by virus isola­
tion only, 14 by serologic tests only, 23 Including the District 
of Columbia by both, and 5 have had no confirmations. Some

States, such as Connecticut, New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Maryland, North Carolina, Florida, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Oklahoma, Texas, Washington, Oregon, 
and Califoma, have been able to confirm a relatively large 
number of cases or epidemics by one or both tests.

The health authorities of the Virgin Islands state that 
there has been a significant decrease in the number of 
cases. Laboratory confirmation of two cases of Asian type 
of infection has been obtained. In Puerto Rico Incidence of 
influenza continues to decrease. There were 149 deaths from 
pneumonia in September as compared with 95 last year. 
In Alaska 1,700 cases of influenza-like disease have been 
reported in the Fairbanks schools.

Salmonellosis
Dr. C. B. Tucker, Tennessee Department of Public Health, 

has reported an outbreak of salmonellosis in a private home. 
Homemade ice cream and oatmeal cookies were served to 19 
persons at a gathering in this home. From 12 to 18 hours later 
all became ill, and 6 persons received medical treatment. A 
sample of the ice cream submitted for laboratory examination 
was positive for Salmonella pullorum. The source of con­
tamination was not determined.

Gastro-enterltls
Correction.—The investigation of 8 cases of gastro­

enteritis on Long Island was made and reported by Dr- 
David E. Overton, District Health Officer for the State o 
New York, instead of as stated In this report for the wee 
ended September 28.

Dr. D. S. Fleming, Minnesota State Department of Health, 
has reported an outbreak ofgastro-enteritis among 200 persons 
who attended a communion breakfast. Of these, 40 became
ill with nausea, vomiting, abdominal cramps, and some diarrhea
from 3 to 6 hours later. The menu consisted of orange 
cold baked ham, sweet rolls, butter, coffee, and milk- 
ham had been baked the previous day, sliced, and kept unr®̂  
frigerated until time of service. Bacteriologic examination 
the ham revealed several organisms including StaphyloggS— - 
aureus. ,

The California Department of Public Health has reP°rt^g 
2 outbreaks of gastro-enteritis among Mexican nat ôn . , 
in labor camps. In one, 90 of 137 persons became ill 
abdominal cramps and diarrhea from 3 to 6 hours a 
an evening meal. This meal consisted of boiled pig6 ee ' 
boiled pinto beans, fried beans, and com tortillas. No 
imens were collected for laboratory examination. 
other camp all of the 36 laborers became 111 from 4 t ^  
hours after eating an evening meal. Several days later 
the group became ill, also after eating an evening ^  
No food was available for laboratory tests, but poor ^  
•handling practices allowed ample opportunity for con ^on 
nation. The investigation revealed inadequate refriger® . 
facilities, faulty sewage disposal, lack of protection aga 
flies, and an unsatisfactory water supply.

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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 114 
major cities of the United States by week for the current year, 
and, for comparison, the median of the number of deaths re­
ported for the corresponding weeks of the 3 previous calendar 
years. (The median is  the central one of the three values ar­
ranged in order of magnitude.) If a report is  not received from 
a city in time to be included in the total for the current week, 
an estimate is  made to maintain comparability for graphic 
presentation.

The figures reported represent the number of death certi­
ficates received in the vital statistics offices during the week 
Indicated for deaths occurring in that city. Figures compiled 
in this way, by week of receipt, usually approximate closely 
the number of deaths occurring during the week. However, 
differences are to be expected because of variations in the

interval between death and receipt of the certificate.
While week-to-week changes in the total number of deaths 

reported for all major cities generally represent a change in 
mortality conditions, this may not be true for variations in 
weekly figures for each city. For example, in a city with a 
weekly average of 50 deaths, the number of deaths occurring 
in a week may be expected to vary by chance alone from 36 to 
64 (d ± 2Yd, where d represents the average number of deaths 
per week).

The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also 
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex com­
position of their populations, and because some cities are hos­
pital centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from 
year to year in the number of deaths may be due in part to pop­
ulation increases or decreases.

SOURCE AND NATURE OF MORBI DI TY DATA
These provisional data are based on reports to the Public

of cases of certain communicable diseases reported during 
the week usually ended the preceding Saturday. Cases of an­
thrax, botulism, and rabies in man are not shown in table 2, 
but a footnote to table 1 shows the States reporting on these 
diseases. In addition, when diseases of rare occurrence (chol­
era, dengue, plague, louse-borne relapsing fever, smallpox, 
louse-borne epidemic typhus, and yellow fever) are reported, 
this will be noted at the end of table 1.
